W ashington. .Tidy 4.—The president 
has formally declared the restoration 
of peace in the Philippine a r c h ip e l­ 
ago. 
He has placed the Islands under 
com plete civil control and has ex­ 
tended general am nesty to the F ili­ 
pinos who have been in rebellion. 
T hese three, things m arking one of 
the m ost Important chapters In his­ 
tory w ere accom plished through the 
Issue of 
three separate orders

p roclam ation s, one by the president 
over his 
own signature, 
extending 
am nesty;

Secretary 
R oot, by the president’s order, reliev­ 
ing General Chaffer from his duties 
as

order addressed to the entire army of 
the United States in which he takes 
occasion to

president's 
high appreciation of the work it has 


a c c o m p lis h e d both in Cuba and in the 


Philippines.

I, 1900, and a ten-year average of 85.6. 
W ith the exception of North Carolina,

being greatest 
in Texas,

and 8 points respectively. 
The condition is. however. Brill in 
excess of ten-years average in follow­ 
ing slates, by number points stated in 
each case: Virginia, 2: North Carolina.

South Carolina 
and 
Florida.

Georgia and Arkansas, 7; Tennessee, 
12: Oklahoma. 2: and Missouri, IO. 
On tim other hand the condition falls 
below ten-year average by 2 points in 
Louisiana and the Indian Territory.
